Winner  of  the  1964  Ostwald  Award,  this  march  may  join  in  a  meas¬ 
ure  of  popularity  close  to  its  namesake,  The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever. 
Modern  harmonies  blended  with  traditional  melody  and  structure  in 
just  right  proportion  make  this  a  thoroughly  enjoyable  march. 

SYMPHONY  NO.  40,  1st  Movement . W.  A.  MOZART 

Scored  for  Band  by  Bill  Holcombe 

Among  many  Mozartean  miracles  is  the  40th  Symphony.  Composed 
in  the  summer  of  1788,  dark  and  desperate  days  for  the  composer.  This 
symphony  transcends  all  in  its  perfect  creative  mating  of  spirit  and 
form. 

This  scoring  for  Band  is  a  splendid  achievement  for  Bill  Holcombe 
the  dean  of  American  arrangers  for  marching  bands.  All  the  musical 
subtleties,  many  indigenous  to  orchestral  strings,  have  somehow  been 
preserved.  One  hopes  that  Bill  Holcombe  will  enlarge  on  this  welcome 
addition  to  Band  literature  by  scoring  the  rest  of  the  symphony. 

FANDANGO . . FRANK  PERKINS 

Scored  for  Band  by  Floyd  E.  Werle 

Every  idiomatic  device  of  Flamenco  music  seems  to  have  found  its 
place  in  this  spirited  composition.  A  swirling  blend  of  Iberian  melody, 
relentlessly  rhythmical  accompaniment  and  of  course  trumpets,  evoke 
images  of  sunny  Spain. 


JUBILATION,  an  Overture  for  Concert  Band . ROBERT  WARD 

Scored  by  Robert  Leist 

Jubilation  was  completed  and  for  the  most  part  written  while  the 
composer  was  Director  of  the  7th  Infantry  Division  Band  during  the 
World  War  Two  campaigns  of  Leyte  and  Okinawa.  He  believes  it  par¬ 
takes  strongly  of  the  optimistic  feelings  attendant  upon  the  near  ending 
of  the  war. 

The  Band  will  perform  Jubliation  again  this  April  at  the  North¬ 
eastern  Regional  Competition  in  Hyannis,  Massachusetts.

Scored  for  Band  by  Leonard  Falcone 

Cavalleria  Rusticana ,  an  opera  in  one  act,  was  first  presented  in 
Rome  in  1890  when  the  composer  was  twenty-seven.  An  instant  suc¬ 
cess,  it  brought  Mascagni  world  wide  fame. 

The  poignant  Intermezzo  has  become  a  staple  of  the  Concert  Band 
repertoire  thanks  to  Leonard  Falcone’s  sensitive  arrangement. 

DANCE  OF  THE  HOURS  from  La  Gioconda . A.  PONCHIELLI 

Scored  for  Band  by  David  Bennett 

This  lively  music  will  be  instantly  familiar.  It  has  often  been  used  as 
background  music  for  cartoons  and  some  years  back  became  the  musi¬ 
cal  basis  for  the  “camp  song”  —  Hello  Mother ,  Hello  Father  .  .  . 

Great  fun  to  play,  this  arrangement  by  David  Bennett  demonstrates 
his  great  mastery  of  transcription. 


SIEGFRIED’S  FUNERAL  MUSIC  from  Die  Gotterddmmerung . R.  WAGNER 

Scored  for  Band  by  Paul  W.  Whear 

Unsurpassed  in  the  integration  of  music  and  drama,  Wagner’s  genius 
is  exemplified  by  the  darkly  brooding  yet  triumphfal  Siegfried’s  Funeral 
Music. 

The  sonorities  of  the  Concert  Band  are  especially  suited  to  this  extra¬ 
ordinary  music.

Four  contrasting  melodies  form  the  thematic  material  for  this  com¬ 
position.  The  introduction,  a  nostalgic  song  of  home,  is  followed  by  a 
typical  Scandinavian  folk  tune.  A  student’s  song  precedes  a  quiet  pas¬ 
torale  which  is  interrupted  by  martial  strains  which  are  developed  into 
an  exciting  finale.

A  charter  member  of  the  selection  committee  for  the  McDonald’s  All  Ameri¬ 
can  High  School  Band,  he  has  been  a  direct  part  of  the  growth  of  this  yearly  gather¬ 
ing  of  America’s  best  high  school  musicians. 

Highly  active  in  retirement,  he  sits  on  the  Board  of  Directors  for  Port  Washing¬ 
ton  Senior  Citizens  Council,  Inc.  and  is  a  member  of  the  University  Club  of  Long 
Island  and  the  Hofstra  University  Club. 

One  of  Port  Washington’s  regular  joggers,  George  A.  Christopher  is  truly  a 
pace-setter  in  everything  he  does. 

ALAN  DICKERSON  -  Class  of  1947 

One  of  Port’s  top  trumpet  players,  Alan  Dickerson  holds  a  Bachelor’s  and 
Master’s  Degree  from  Illinois  Wesleyan  University  and  has  pursued  Doctoral  studies 
at  the  University  of  Southern  California  and  Columbia  University. 

Currently  Band  Director  in  Lawrence,  New  York,  he  has  directed  bands  in 
Waynesville-Illinois,  Calexico-California,  Great  Neck-New  York  and  Plantation- 
Florida. 

JOSEPH  GRECO  -  Class  of  1951 

Another  of  Port’s  top  trumpet  players,  Joseph  Greco  holds  a  Bachelor’s 
Degree  from  S.U.N.Y.  Potsdam  and  a  Master’s  Degree  from  Columbia  University. 
He  was  Solo  Trumpet  with  the  West  Point  Academy  Band  for  three  years  upon  his 
graduation  from  Potsdam. 

Currently  Director  of  the  Ardsley-New  York  High  School  Orchestra,  he  was 
Band  Director  there  for  many  years  and  counts  a  first  place  finish  in  an  Internation¬ 
al  Festival  among  his  credits. 


THE  50th  ANNUAL  CONCERT

the  groundwork  by  mid  September.  Invitations  were  sent  to  nearly  500 
Band  Alumni  in  October  inviting  them  to  share  in  playing  the  entire 
second  half  of  the  Concert.  The  response  was  prompt  and  gratifying 
with  over  sixty  Alumni,  Class  of  1934  to  Class  of  1979,  responding 
YES!  By  Concert  time  our  roster  was  approaching  eighty. 

Joint  meetings  of  the  Band  Alumni  Committee,  Band  Parents 
Committee  and  Band  Officers  were  held  to  finalize  plans  for  the  week¬ 
end.  In  a  rush  of  activity  a  buffet  supper  for  all  participants,  special 
combined  rehearsals  and  an  after-concert  party  for  Alumni  were  organ¬ 
ized.  Music  was  mailed  to  all  players,  publicity  planned  and  arrange¬ 
ments  made  to  expand  the  stage  for  the  much  enlarged  Band. 

The  happy  result  of  all  this  planning  and  hard  work  is  The  50th 
Annual  Concert  by  the  Port  Washington  High  School  Band  an  event 
sure  to  be  long  remembered.

HISTORY  OF.  THE  PORT  WASHINGTON  HIGH  SCHOOL  BAND 


The  Port  Washington  High  School  Band  was  founded  in  1931  by 
Paul  Bergan.  Paul  Van  Bodegraven  assumed  directorship  in  1932  and 
soon  led  the  Band  to  a  series  of  First  Place  wins  in  National  Competi¬ 
tions. 

George  A.  Christopher  became  Director  in  1941  and  led  the  Band 
to  yet  another  First  Place  in  that  last  year  of  National  Competitions. 
The  Band  continued  its  winning  ways,  now  in  New  York  State  School 
Music  Association  Competition  Festivals,  holding  what  is  likely  the 
longest  unbroken  string  of  top  ratings  of  any  band  in  the  state. 

Performances  at  two  Music  Educators  National  Conference  nation¬ 
al  conventions  and  three  area  conferences  saw  the  Band  rightly  regarded 
as  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation. 

Traveling  widely,  the  Band  performed  in  several  Canadian  cities, 
Boston,  Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Washington,  Morrison,  Virginia  and 
Atlantic  City. 

Several  music  publishers  asked  the  Band  to  preview  new  works  for 
band  resulting  in  premier  performances  of  “Rio  Grande”,  “Toy  Town 
U.S.A.”,  “The  Brigands”,  “Port  25”,  “Blue  Tango”  and  many  others. 

William  S.  Fish  became  Director  in  1969.  The  Band  received  its 
present  uniforms  that  year  and  promptly  showed  them  off  at  a  first 
appearance  at  the  Newsday  Marching  Band  Festival.  The  Band  con¬ 
tinued  to  earn  top  ratings  at  New  York  State  School  Music  Association 
Competition  Festivals  through  1974,  their  last  year  of  participation. 

The  Band  won  First  Place  in  1975  in  a  performance  competition 
for  metropolitan  area  bands  sponsored  by  Madison  Square  Garden. 
They  have  been  invited  back  at  least  once  every  year  since  for  a  special 
appearance  at  National  Invitational  Tournament  games. 

Concert  tours  to  Boston,  twice,  Washington,  three  times,  Toronto, 
Quebec  and  Orlando,  Florida  have  earned  the  Band  many  accolades. 

Chosen  by  the  Town  of  North  Hempstead  to  provide  music  for  the 
various  ceremonies  and  programs  held  during  the  Bicentennial  celebra¬ 
tion,  the  Band  was  a  proud  part  of  this  great  occasion. 

Active  since  its  founding  in  community  affairs,  the  Band  continues 
to  lend  its  efforts  to  Port  Promenade,  Harbor  Day,  the  Chamber  of 
Commerce  Holiday  Celebration,  Lions  Fair  and  many  other  special 
occasions. 

Proud  of  its  heritage,  the  Port  Washington  High  School  Band  wel¬ 
comes  you  to  this,  its  50th  Annual  Concert.
